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A Good Eye for a

HEN William S. Moscrip was six months old, he 
We out of the family buggy and banged his right 

eye on a wheel hub. The doctor fixed it so it 
looked all right, but never again was it much good to 
see with. 

Such a calamity might have saddled a lesser person 
with a lifetime sense of handicap, but not Bill Moscrip. 
His left eye—his good eye for livestock—is the founda- 
tion of his fortune and his proudest boast. He can see 
better with that one eye than most people with two. He 
will gladly take a doubter out to the trap-shooting place 
behind his barn at Lake Elmo, Minnesota, and demon- 
strate by knocking down fifty clay pigeons without a 
miss, shooting left-handed, which is pretty good for a 
man of sixty-three who has no time for practice. 


Moserip praises his left eye today with unconcealed 
delight, but for a long time this had to be a private satis- 
faction. For fifteen years, twelve of them consecutive, 
he judged the Holstein-Friesians at the National. His 
one good eye has probably had more to do with setting 
the type of the Holstein cow today than any other single 
influence. But it would never have done to let a dis- 
appointed showman know that the judge was practically 
blind on the off side. 


Nature develops compensation for injuries. The dis- 
cipline and observation involved in training a double- 
duty eyeball helped build up in Moscrip a fanatical zeal 
for precise detail. That’s part of the answer to a ques- 
tion which often occurs to his acquaintances: How does 
he contrive to do so many things, and do them all so 
well? 

Whether as dairy farmer, breeder, showman, judge, 
business man, or leader in organized farming, you’d have 
to include Moscrip in any list of outstanding agricul- 
turists of the Northwest. His 260 acres, kept like a New 
Engiand spinster’s parlor carpet, have produced 95 
bushels of oats to the acre; and a mere 80 of them in 
Pasture carry 125 Holsteins and fourteen Percheron 
mares through the summer. His North Star Herd made 
nearly a clean sweep of the National Dairy Show in 1910, 
and since it quit showing in 1913 has concentrated on 
producing fine young bulls, and ‘heifers which milk bet- 
ter than 500 pounds on first calf. Since his neighbors 
pushed him, twenty-five years ago, into representing 
them in the infant Twin City Milk Producers Associa- 
tion, it has become one of the country’s outstanding co- 
operatives and, with Moscrip as president, does a busi-

ness of nearly $10,000,000 a year for its 7,000 members. 
The Minnesota State Fair, with Moscrip as livestock 
director, came out of the depression years with the 
country’s finest set of exhibition barns. 

And if, in the chorus voice of organized agricul- 
ture, you hear a big, booming basso profoundo calling 
for regulation of labor unions and oleomargarine, that’s 
Bill Moscrip. He is on various breed committees and 
livestock boards, and has been taking his public activi- 
ties very seriously ever since the University of Minne- 
sota made him a Master Farmer, and the University of 
Wisconsin followed suit five years ago with special 
honors for his services to farming. He is at present 


president of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. 
His big booming voice is in proportion to everything 
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else about Moscrip. When the Chippewa Indians of 
Minnesota named him Chief Black-and-White-Spotted- 
Calf they were having a little joke. Actually, with 
towering stature, big shoulders, massive head, well- 
sprung barrel, he has not a little resemblance to one of 
his own mature herd sires, well fitted. Such command- 
ing physical presence goes easily with leadership, and 
also, even more often, with the capacity for letting 
others watch the details. But that’s not Moscrip. 

A friend of his had a demonstration of this one hot 
summer morning not long ago. Sitting on his front 
porch Moscrip seemed a picture of mountainous, ob- 
livious relaxation, but twice within the hour he went 
into action. As a four-horse hitch clattered out of the 
barnyard, he was up, bounding across the road; the 
near mare’s front shoe hadn’t been fixed the way he’d 
said it should be. A few minutes later the whir of a 
distant mowing machine broke the silence. Moscrip 
was up, into his car, and down across the fields demand- 
ing why that machine hadn’t been oiled before starting 
work. The oilean, it seemed, was a half mile away; so 
he went and got it himself and saw that the machine 
was sufficiently lubricated so that it no longer offended 
his sensitive, supervisory ears. 


The unusual thing about this was that two such 
lapses from perfection should have occurred within the 
hour. Things do go wrong, of course. Last summer a 
Moscrip filly placed a mere second in the show ring, 
because one of ‘her shoes wasn’t quite right, and it will 
be a long time before that is forgotten in the North 
Star Herd. 


Once in an unofficial match, shooting doubles, Mos- 
crip defeated the state trap-shooting champion. For 
most of us noncompeting folk that would be memorable 
enough. But it will rankle Moscrip as long as he lives 
that in that day’s shooting one of his shells misfired, 
rattled ‘him, kept him from making a perfect score. It 
was that same impulse to perfection, applied to cows as 
well as sport, which made Moscrip’s career what it has 
been. 

The story really starts with an old brindle cew, back 
in the desperate 1880’s, when the Moscrip family went 
from Wisconsin to try life on the prairies of North Da- 
kota. Debt and bad weather drove them out, but at 
the moment of departure six-year-old Bill had disap- 
peared. 

He was found in the cowshed, kneeling in the 
manger, his arms around the old cow’s neck. He was 
dragged away screaming, for the old brindle had to be 
left behind. Talk to Moscrip long enough today and 
he’s bound to tell you that story. At that moment two 
dominating passions of his life came in focus; love for 
livestock and hatred for debt 

He started in the milk business at fourteen. The 
family now were settled on a tenant farm in Washing- 
ton County, just northeast of St. Paul. His mother 
made butter from their Jersey milk, but Bill discovered 
he could make more money peddling it in the nearby 
village for 5 cents a quart. Then they got Holsteins to 
make more quarts. He’s been a Holstein man ever 
since. 

The lad made friends, and an opening was awaiting 
him in a good St. Paul law firm. After finishing high 
school, he went to St. Paul nights to study law, but soon 
found this did not mix with milking before dawn. Also 
he studied singing Visiting musicians approved his 
fine bass voice, which doubtless could have commanded a 
courtroom or a concert hall quite as effectively as a 
meeting of farmers, and his urge to perfection would 
have made him a success at either. But either city career 
would have meant leaving his elderly father to fight 
debt alone. So he stuck to his cows. and studied them. 

Despite hard work. he always took time to range 
the country on horseback to see the neighboring herds. 
He went to every fair within range and made himself 
notorious asking questions. He soon found it paid. In 
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those days befere testing became general, a keen judge 
often could buy an excellent cow for the same price 
as an ordinary one, and there was a lot of good Hol- 
stein blood in unpretentious places. 

In 1905, a tall young farmer in buckle shoes and 
overalls, Bill Moscrip was the first arrival at the dairy 
barn of the Minnesota State Fair, leading a white bul! 
calf. The calf placed second in the show, but that 
turned out to be a minor triumph. For the second ar- 
rival at the fair was Jimmy Lee, of Missouri, whom 
Moscrip still rates as the greatest cattle showman, be- 
fore, then, or ever since; and he gave Bill a job at 75 
cents a day tending cows of the great Stone herd. He 
milked the top cows, led them in the ring, and mean- 
while he soaked up knowledge and show-ring lore from 
Jimmy Lee. He had moved into the big time, and re- 
turned home inflamed with ambition. 


Picking a Winner 


Encouraged by his bride, he spent the next five 
years buying and breeding a show string. By 13.10 he 
had everything but a three-year-old, and he scoured a 
half dozen states hunting. Almost on the eve of the Na- 
tional Dairy Show, on a back-country farm in Missouri, 
he found a prospect. He hitched her under an apple 
tree and sat down twenty feet away, watching her. He 
waited three hours for her to strike an awkward pose; 
and when she did not, he bought her and shipped her 
straight to the show ring. The Moscrip herd made 
almost a clean sweep, and the three-year-old was the 
sensation of the show. 


In the next three years his cows won twenty out 
of twenty-four possible firsts at the Minnesota State 
Fair. Then Moscrip retired from showing and became a 
judge. He bought his farm at Lake Elmo on credit, 
moved in his hundred-head herd, and settled down to 
the dairy and breeding business. 


Moscrip was made secretary of Twin City Milk in 
1917, shortly after its formation, and ‘it changed his 
life in more ways than one. He no longer could milk 
his own cows, which turned out to be rare good fortune. 
While he was milking he never could sell a good cow 
without having tears in his eyes; but now, with the war 
millionaires getting into the breeding game, was the 
time to sell. He made several big sales of his champion- 
ship stock at top prices. In 1919 his big barn was half 
empty. Eventually he was able to have the picture of 
one cow, as a memorial, engraved on his bank check. 
She and her progeny had paid off his last dollar of debt. 

Any good cattle breeder must live in the future, 
and Moscrip’s foresight has served him well more than 
once. During the boom days his associates in TCM 
wanted to invest surplus funds in commercial bonds, 
but he said no; and the co-op rode through the crash 
with less than 3 per cent loss. In 1929 President Hoover 
wanted him to take a place on the Federal Farm Board 
He said no, stepped aside and let the president of Twin 
City Milk take the job. Then he became president, and 
the position has never been blown out from under 
him, but has increased in importance as the co-op has 
built its own manufacturing plants for drying milk. 
TCM provides dealers with nearly all the fluid milk in 
the Twin Cities. and it markets its own surplus. Today. 
of course, it is a big unit of a basic war industry. 

Shortly after he was married, in 1908, Moscrip came 
in one day and found his bride scrubbing the kitchen 
floor. She was a city girl from Binghamton, New York. 
but was determined to be a good farm wife. She says 
he gave her the worst scolding she ever had in her life. 
He hired a housemaid and gave Mrs. Moscrip the job of 
keeping the farm books and herd records. which she 
has done ever since. Her sister. Miss Lee. lives with 
them and manages the house. 

The Moscrips have no children, 
been short of help on their farm.

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Milking Machines—Washing and Care 


H. J. BRUECKNER and H. S. PRINGLE, Cornell University, in War 


Emergency Bulletin 33 


HE dairy utensil that has not been subjected to 
heat or to a “sterilizing’’ solution after proper 
washing, is one of the chief means by which fresh 


milk in contaminated with bacteria. The dairy indus- 
try has become so disturbed over the improper cleansing 
of milking machines that drastic actions have been 
taken by health department and by dairy-plant oper- 
ators. Milking machines are not difficult to clean and 
to keep clean. Two wash tubs on a bench, or a two- 
compartment sink, make washing easier than attempt- 
ing to do the job in a 12-quart pail on the floor. Ade- 
quate brushes for the specific make of machine are in- 
dispensable, but they need not be elaborate or expen- 
sive. Brushes are not so harsh on rubber as are metal 
cleaning devices. The method of washing milking ma- 
chines as here described requires a stall-cock in the milk 
house. 

The construction of milking machines is such that 
persistent care must be exercised in cleaning them. The 
following parts require careful attention: teat cups and 
inflations: claws; rubber tubing; sight-glasses; pails; 
pail lids; valves; moisture traps or similar parts in pail 
lids; and vacuum lines. 


Washing and “Sterilizing” the Milker 
A number of definite steps are to be followed in the 
routine cleaning of the milker. These and the directions 
are the following: 


1. Rinse the milker immediately 

The first, and all-important, rule is: never let a milk- 
ing machine get dirty. Milk does not dirty the milker 
unless it is allowed to dry on. Rinse the milker with 
luke-warm or cold water immedately after the last cow 
is milked; not 15 or 20 minutes later or after breakfast. 
Warm water loosens more milk than does cold water. 

Suck from 2 to 3 gallons of warm water through 
each unit, completely dousing the teat cups up and down 
and in and out of the water to get an air brushing as 
well as a water brushing. This removes most of the milk 
that is left in the machine. Brush, with the rinse water 
sucked through the unit, the inside of the pail, the pail 
lid, the petcock or valve, and the sight-glass if there is 
any, and then the outside of the pail. Throw the rinse 
water away. Follow this procedure for each unit. 


2. Wash the milker thoroughly 

Following the warm-water rinse, suck through the 
machine at least from 1% to 2 gallons of hot water 
(130 degrees to 140 degrees F.) to which has been added 
1 ounce (about 1 heaping tablespoonful) of a good dairy 
washing powder, containing at least 4 per cent of a wet- 
ting agent. It is unnecessary to raise and lower the teat 
cups during the washing operation. Use clean water for 
each one, as the water must remove the last trace of 
milk and milkfat from the machine. Empty the hot 
water into one compartment of the sink or into one of 
the tubs. Wash all adhering dirt, milk, bedding, and 
the like from the outside of the tubes and the teat cups. 


8. Rinse and ‘sterilize’? the milker 

“Sterilization” is not effective unless the milking- 
machine parts are first free from all milk and dirt. 
Old milk and dirt protect the bacteria during ‘‘steriliza- 
tion.”’ 


If the teat-cup assembly is to be “sterilized” on a 
solution rack with chlorine or lye, the assembly is now 
ready to be hung on the rack. If the assembly is to be 
“sterilized” by rinsing with chlorine or water at 180 de- 
grees F., the teat-cup assembly is laid aside until the 
rest of the unit is washed. 


Disassemble the pulsator, the moisture trap, the 
valves, the rubber gaskets, and the like from the pail lid, 
and wash them with proper brushes in the sink or tub 
containing the wash water. Wash also the milker pail. 
Chlorine or water 


The second compartment or tub should contain the 
chlorine “sterilizing’’ solution or cold unchlorinated 
rinse water. After washing the pail and the lid with its 
various parts, “‘sterilize’’ or rinse them in the second 
tub or compartment. If the milker pail and its parts 
were rinsed in the cold water only, the lid and its parts 
may be put into a stripping pail and covered with water 
at 180 degrees F. or above. 


If the teat-cup assembly has been put on a solution 
rack, scald the milker pail with 180 degrees F. water. 
If the teat-cup assembly has not been put on a solution 
rack, assemble the machine and draw at least from 6 
to 8 quarts of the chlorine or 180 degrees F. water 
through the teat-cup assembly and into the pail. Hang 
the teat-cup assembly so that it will drain and dry and 
not be exposed to an undue amount of dirt or dust. This 
is termed dry storage of teat-cup assemblies. The pail 
should be inverted on a rack and the lid hung so it will 
dry and remain clean. 


Just before the next milking and after the machine 
is assembled, a pailful of chlorine solution should be 
sucked through each unit. The chlorine “sterilizing” 
solution, whether used in a solution rack or merely 
sucked through a machine for ‘“‘sterilizing’’ should con- 
tain about 200 p.p.m. (parts of available chlorine per 
million parts of solution). The directions for diluting 
the commercial chlorine products usually are given on 
the container or leaflet attached to the container. 


Dairymen who use hot water for “sterilizing’’ fol- 
lowed with dry storage seem well satisfied with results. 
Results in some sections of New York State seem so 
promising that a number of municipal health depart- 
ments are requesting their producers to use the 180 de- 
grees F. water and dry storage. A good supply of water 
at 180 degrees F. must be convenient. The rubber parts 
seem to last longer when dry storage is practiced than 
when stored from one milking to the next with solution 
in the teat-cup assembly. 


If a dairyman prefers to use a solution rather than 
dry storage, a solution rack rather than a crock is pre- 
ferred. The advantages of the solution-rack method of 
“sterilization” over the crock method are: (1) a new 
“sterilizing” solution is used each time, with no doubt 
as to the strength of the solution; in the crock method 
the solution loses strength during use and on standing 
from one day to the next. The solution must be tested 
daily and changed once or twice a week. (2) With the 
rack method no air pockets form anywhere in the tubes. 
with the crock method, all air may not be expelled from 
inside the teat cups and milk tube, air pockets may form 
in one tube or another and thus prevent the solution 
from coming in contact with all the inside surfaces.

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Canada’s 60th Annual Meeting 


Another Record-Breaking Year Reported—Geo. C. Jackson Elected 
President—1600 Attend Annual Banquet

HE 60th Annual meeting of the Holstein-Friesian 
Sian of Canada, held at the Royal York Hotel, 
Toronto, February 3, climaxed a record-breaking year 
with a gathering of Holstein enthusiasts which like- 
wise exceeded all previous records for this Association. 
Between 700 and 800 breeders and guests were in 
attendance during the all-day sessions of the Annual 
Meeting and the evening banquet found tickets at a 
premium. Original dinner reservations of 1200 were 
upped to 1450, and 150 additional purchased tickets to 
the after-dinner speaking and entertainment program. 


The Annual reports of officers were distributed in 
printed form, and this year for the first time were not 
read in detail, a time-saving device that was well re- 
ceived. A summarization of these reports shows gains 
in every department to establish new records for the 
breed in Canada. Registrations for the year totaled 
44,500, a gain of 6% over 1941; transfers of ownership 
numbered 37,236, a gain of 4%. Export shipments are 
down about 6%. Total revenues were nearly $114,000. 
With a well-invested surplus of over $125,000, activ- 
ities were stepped up to make a planned balance on the 


year’s operations. Membership showed a continuing 
gain of 5% and now stands at 7862, highest in the 


Association’s history. For the nineteenth consecutive 
year, an increase in the number of animals qualifying 
for the Record of Performance was recorded. Of the 
total of 6286 production records completed, 85% were 
in the 2-time milking division. 1447 animals were 
classified for type in Selective Registration, a gain of 
2% over 1941 in this department. 


Amendments Adopted 


President James R. Henderson, Portsmouth, Ont., 
presided throughout the meeting. His _ presidential 
address reviewed the history-making year just closed 
and is being presented in full elsewhere in this issue. 
Business of the Annual Meeting included favorable 
action on two by-law amendments of importance. The 
first of these grants an optional change in the method 
of electing directors from the provinces other than 
Ontario. In the past, members from those provinces 
have elected their directors by mail vote. It will now 


be possible, where a Provincial Branch so decides, to 
own 


elect its directors in their provincial meeting, 





rather than by direct mail vote. 
ifies this alternative procedure in detail. Ontario 
directors will continue to be elected at the Annual 
Meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada, 
as in the past. 


The amendment spec- 


The other amendment changes the rule in regard 
to use of prefix names in registering animals. The new 


rule, as proposed by the Executive Committee, and 
unanimously approved by the meeting, provides that 
‘prefix names may be given by the proprietor of such 
prefix only to cattle bred by him’’. Use of prefix by 
non-owner will now provide that ‘‘a calf sold in dam 
may be named with the prefix of the breeder. 
case of prefix-named cattle with progeny not bred by 
the proprietor of the prefix, such prefix may be used 
in combination, but not as the first name.’’ These 
matters were clearly explained by Secretary G. M. 
Clemons and unanimously approved. 


Action was also taken by the Board of Directors to 
set up reciprocal rules governing registration of bulls 
imported from the United States, on the same basis as 
recently adopted by the Holstein-Friesian Association

Canada’s 60th 


tae report of the 60th annual meeting of The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Canada, featured in 
this issue, makes pleasing reading for Holstein enthusi- 
asts. Every department of activity shows a healthy 
increase over the very good year of 1941. 
registrations, transfers, membership, Record of Per- 
formance testing; Selective Registry inspection, gross 
income. The result is a tribute not only to the Holstein 
cow upon which the industry is so solidly founded, but to 
the management of the Association and the cooperative 
spirit of the membership. 

The meeting itself was a further tribute. In spite 
of labor shortages which are serious and travel condi- 
tions further complicated by impassable roads in many 
sections of Ontario, due to the severity of the winter, 
the turn-out of members was probably the largest in 
the history of the Association. 

A feature that has contributed much to the success 
of these meetings is the annual banquet. Starting from 
small beginnings, it has developed into an occasion that 
brings together Holstein families from all over Canada. 
They have not stinted expense in securing talent that 
most of the members would not be privileged to see and 
hear otherwise. Usually one outstanding speaker is 
secured to sound a worthwhile message, along with the 
fun and relaxation. This year the committee made a 
ten-strike in offering a vehicle for the first public state- 
ment by Hon. John Bracken, newly elected leader of 
the Progressive Conservative Party. Party politics was 
subordinated, but Mr. Bracken’s message was broadcast 
to the nation, direct from the Holstein banquet room, 
and his speech was front page news throughout Canada. 
There were few people in Canada last week who did not 
know that the Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada 
was holding an important meeting of its members. The 
value of such publicity to the Association and to the 
industry can hardly be computed in dollars, for no 
amount of dollars by themselves could have duplicated 
the results. 

Our congratulations are extended to the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada; its wise young secre- 
tary, George Clemons, and to its officers and directors 
and employees, and its host of volunteer workers. They 
are doing a job of breed promotion.

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Are We Running Into a Boom? 
TTENTION is directed to the Round Table letters 
this week from Prof. J. R. Dice of North Dakota, 

and Mr. Francis H. Gates of Minnesota, on the subject 
of Holstein prices. They are well worthy of study. 
Upon one point we are sure Holstein breeders gener- 
ally will agree — we want no duplication of the boom 
in prices which began to gain headway around the start 
of the other war (before this country became involved) 
and culminated in 1920. The aftermath is too painful. 
Perhaps it would be worthwhile to review some of 
the conditions existing then and make a comparison 
with the present. At the turn of the century, the pure- 
bred dairy cattle market was at a low ebb. The country 
had been through the panic of the nineties — with Hol- 
stein public auction sale prices averaging but $60 a 
head even as late as 1900. Public sales however were 
a very small factor in the industry at that time. It was 
not until 1908 that as many as a thousand head were 











sold at auction in any one year. Interest in that method 
of selling increased rapidly thereafter. This was a pe- 
riod of great expansion in the Holstein industry — the 
important mid-West states and California were heavy 
puyers from the East, and prices were steadily advanc- 
ing. King Segis Pontiac Alcartra was sold for $10,000 
in 1911, and the 40-lb. cow, Johanna De Kol Van Beers, 
prought $7,000 in 1913. 


By 1915 the European war was in its second year 
and the Holstein industry was becoming big business. 
Prices were continuing to advance as the inflationary 
effects of the war were becoming apparent. In 1915 
Rag Apple Korndyke 8th sold for $25,000 and specu- 
lators began to have a real field-day. Prices were 
hippodromed for advertising purposes, and often the an- 
nounced price did not represent an actual cash figure. 
The Moyer National Sales, held at annual convention 
time, set new price levels for tops of the breed—-$1096 
average at Detroit, in 1916; $2072 at Worcester, Mass., 
in 1917 ($53,200 top); $2433 at Milwaukee in 1918 
($106,000 top). The St. Paul National in 1920, run 
cooperatively, made an average of $3075 for 237 head 
($59,000 top). The general sale averages for 1919 and 
1920 were respectively $361 and $372, with over 18,000 
head reported each year. 

Along with these boom prices for Holsteins and 
other breeds as well (Guernseys averaged over $500 in 
both 1919 and 1920, but with much smaller numbers 
sold), we had a very general inflation of all prices. A 
wild boom in land was raging. We were ripe to have 
the top blown off as soon as the deflation process set in. 

Our present situation does not seem too closely com- 
parable. An effort is being made to control inflation, 
which promises at least a measure of success. No land 
boom is in prospect. Every agency is discouraging ex- 
pansion of land holdings on a credit basis; the shortage 
of farm labor is perhaps another factor in the same 
situation. 


While Holstein prices for 1942 were up 30% from 
1937, and were more than double the bottom figures in 
1933 and 1934, the increase is not out of line with the 
general level of price increases. Further increase in 
Holstein prices is evidently in prospect for 1943, but 
the same will doubtless be true for the general price 
level in spite of efforts to main ceilings. 


We do not have so great a speculative element in 
the industry as was the caSe 25 years ago — and we 
have a distinctly higher standard of ethics in our public 
sales. By-bidding and ‘‘wash” sales to establish prices 
for advertising purposes are not in the sales picture to 
any serious extent — and must be promptly stamped out 
if they do appear. 


We are not worried too much — yet — about too 
high prices for our superior animals. There is never 
® surplus of top quality and they are good property in 
any market. The real danger in the present situation, 
as we see it, is that new buyers will’ not use sufficient 
discrimination. They are much more likely to pay too 
much for something inferior than for the tops of the 
breed, almost regardless of what those price levels are. 


We think Mr. Gates’ position would be sounder as a 
general policy for our breeders to follow to sell the de- 
sirable breeding animals in line with the market as it 
developes, but to exercise fair discrimination in turning 
off the “bottoms” into other channels than as purebred 
breeding stock, even though it means an immediate 
Sacrifice to do it that way. It is hard to resist the 
temptation to cash this sort, while the cashing is good, 
but this can do much more harm to the future of our 
industry and the dairy economy generally than higher 
prices on the superior ones. 

The new government policy of “saving dairy cows 
from the slaughter’ has possibilities along this line 
that will make this temptation even harder to resist. 
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As one New York breeder characterizes it in a letter 
just now received — ‘‘the idiotic idea of buying up de- 
funct, worn out, unprofitable dairy cows and then sell- 
ing them back to some jackass farmer for 20% off, 
where they again demonstrate that they are no good 
and finally end up in bologna, where they belong.”’ 


Turning Back the Clock 


PRESS release received February 6 from the Na- 

tional Association of Margarine Manufacturers an- 
nounces that on February 4 the Governor of Oklahoma 
signed a bill repealing license fees on manufacturers, 
wholesalers, retailers and restaurants handling oleomar- 
garine, and likewise an excise tax of 10c per pound on 
all oleo sold in the state. The article hails this as a 
great victory for consumers and calls for similar action 
in all states. 

It should more properly be recognized as a victory 
for the high-powered oleo lobby which deprives Okla- 
homa consumers of the protection present laws have 
given them against substitution of a cheap counterfeit 
for the genuine articles. Effort to gain similar license 
for a free masquerade in all states, while butter is away 
to war, is now to be expected.

ONGRATULATIONS to Editor Hugh J. Colson, on 

the fifth annual R.O.P. Number of Holstein-Friesian 
Journal, which is filled with information of interest 
about the production of Canadian Holsteins. As in ths 
past, special features include the 1942 Honor List, 
which is a list of the five highest producers of the year 
for fat and for milk in each age class, on 4X, 3X and 
2X milking, in both the yearly and 305-day divisions; a 
similar list of leading producers of all time; a list of 
the 195 Canadian Holsteins that have produced from 
100,000 to over 200,000 lbs. milk in regular ROP work; 
and a list of the leading active ROP sires of the breed 
in Canada. The magazine is well illustrated with pic- 
tures of leading producers of the year, and is well sup- 
ported by breeder advertising which is not the least 
interesting part of the publication.

EATURED on our front cover this time is a most un- 

usual picture—what is believed to be the only 200- 
000-ib. cows of any breed that are still living, breeding 
and producing in the same herd, together with “the man 
behind the man behind the milk pail’’, Mark Keeney, 
for more than 20 years Superintendent of Dairy at 
Overbrook. In sending us this photo, taken last month, 
Mark labelled it :‘‘Three Old Timers—-Essex Suzone 
April Belle at 13 yrs, 9 mo; Essex Susie Sweet at 14 
yrs, 3 mos.; Mark Keeney at 49 years. 

Essex Suzone April Belle 1408871, classified Very 
Good, is a daughter of Bell Farm Suzone. She has com- 
pleted 10 lactations for a total of 208,756 lbs milk, 
6,995 lbs fat and is due again this month by Dunloggin 
Design, to give her eleven calvings before attaining the 
age of 14 years. In five of her lactations she made 
records from 700 to 889 lbs. fat on 3X. She has two 
daughters by North Star Jim Dandy, both of which are 
now approaching the 100,000-lb goal, and a third daugh- 
ter by King Sweet Tweede has 604 lbs fat as a 3-yr-old 
on 3X. “April Belle’’ and her daughters and their des- 
cendants through the female line comprise a family of 
12 females, with forty more female descendants in the 
herd through her sons, Jubo and Markmaster, and her 
grandson, Marksman, all three sired by Design.

worked for Moscrip forty years; the handyman, nine- 
teen years; the herdsman, ten years; and the rest of 
the half dozen farm men are employees of long stand- 
ing. Having competent associates is, of course, one 
prime requisite of doing a lot of things well, and Mos- 
crip has a way of keeping people with him. 

Next to cows, Moscrip’s greatest enthusiasm is guns 
and hunting. Up in the north woods of Minnesota, bor- 
dering Leech Lake, he has a big tract of virgin hard- 
wood timber. His lodge there—in care of the same 
Indian couple, and their tribe, for the last twenty 
years——-used to be his favorite place to go. It’s an eight- 
mile trip over water to a telephone and in past years 
Moscrip has been known to stay away from the wire as 
much as two whole days. But now he hardly gets there 
at all. 

There are three telephones on the desk in the pine- 
paneled room which serves as office in the little old re- 
modeled farmhouse at Lake Elmo. One plugs directly 
into the St. Paul exchange, twelve miles southwest; one 
runs northeast to Stillwater; 
Sometimes nowadays they all ring at once. They would 
seem to leave him precious little time with his cows. 
But it really works the other way. He is able to stay 
right at the farm and transact business from there. And 
when he is away, in Washington or Chicago, not a day 
passes that he doesn’t put a long-distance call through, 
as soon as the night rate goes on at seven, for tele- 
phone consultation on the day’s news at the farm. For 
no matter how busy he may be with other affairs, there’s 
one thing Bill Moscrip will never give up. That’s being 
master of the North Star Herd. 


Milking Machines—Washing and Care

All chlorine solutions should be stored in the dark 
or in brown-glass bottles or earthenware jugs. Many 
chlorine solutions kept in clear-glass bottles lose % or 
more of their chlorine in 7 days. 

Lye 

Lye solutions for ‘“sterilizing’’ teat-cup assemblies 
are used in many sections of the State. A 0.5-per-cent 
lye solution is efficient and is as economical as most 
chlorine “‘sterilizers.’” If the lye solution is made ac- 
cording to directions, one is more sure of its concen- 
tration after several days than of that of many chlorine 
solutions. 

Lye is not harsh on rubber. The solution causes no 
pits or cracks in the rubber and no granular deposit on 
the rubber that may result from the use of some chlor- 
ine products. Lye should not be used for “sterilizing” 
any milk utensils other than the teat-cup assembly. 

The 0.5-per-cent lye solution may be made as fol- 
lows: 


Equipment: 
1 One-gallon earthenware jug with rubber stopper, 
not cork. 
1 One-gallon glass bottle with rubber stopper. not 
cork. 
1 Measuring cup. not aluminium. 
Solution: 
Put enough clean cold water into the earthenware 


jug to make it 4% full. Add one 13-ounce can of ordin- 
ary household lye and let it dissolve. Completely fill the 
jug with clean cold water. Mix well. From the stock 
solution in the jug, take % of a cup, or \% of a half 
pint, and put it into the gallon glass bottle or jug. Com- 
pletely fill this bottle with clean cold water. Mix thor- 
oughly. The 0.5-per-cent lve solution in the glass bottle 
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or jug is ready to use for “‘sterilizing’’ the teat cups, 
claw, and milk ‘hose of the milking machine. 

To clean the vacuum lines, draw a 3-to 4-per-cent 
lye solution through them from the stall-cocks to the 
moisture trap just ahead of the pump in the vacuum 
line. Cleaning these lines about twice a year is a good 
practice to acquire and is a precaution against possible 
contamination of the milk from this source. When flush- 
ing a pipe line, start at the stall-cock nearest the pump. 
Draw enough solution through this stall-cock to be sure 
that the line is clean to the moisture trap. Now skip 1 
or 2 stall-cocks and suck more solution through the 
pipe line. Continue until the stall-cock farthest from the 
pump has been used. This procedure prevents the line 
from clogging if it is fairly dirty. 


If a milker pail, containing milk and the vacuum 
being drawn on it, upsets, milk usually gets into the 
vacuum line. Draw cold water through the pipe line 


from the stall-cock through which the milk entered or a 
stall-cock nearer the end of the line immediately after 
the milking. This saves possible trouble in the next day 


or two.

A main feature of the afternoon program was an 
address by Dr. W. E. Petersen of Minnesota, on the 


udder and mastitis. With the aid of slides, he gave a 
graphic presentation of the mechanics of milk secre- 
tion and extraction, and held the closest attention of 
his audience for a full hour and a half. Other breed 
gatherings contributed many interested listeners until 
there was hardly even standing room in the convention 
hall. This duplicated the interest shown at the con- 
vention of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
last June, and was along much the same line, except 
for the addition of the slides. (The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America has reprints of Dr. Petersen's 
Minneapolis address available upon request). 
Resolutions 
The Resolutions Committee presented a number of 
pertinent resolutions, which were given approval of the 
meeting. These included: 

1—A request to the Dominion Minister of Labor that 
informed agricultural advisors be appointed for all 
policy-forming boards, particularly in regard to 
Selective Service, and the taking of essential men 
from the farms. 

2—-A complaint that the present subsidy policy, based 
on the low prices to the consumer of agricultural 
products, is not inspiring the confidence needed to 
secure maximum production, and asking for greater 
future assurance for agricultural prices. 

3—A bouquet for Dr. Barton, Deputy Minister of Agri- 
culture, for his offer to send an animal pathologist 
from his staff to study the technique of the Parentage 
Blood Test, as developed at the University of Wiscon- 
sin, and recognition of its importance to pure bred 
development in Canada. 

4—A commendation of the Government of Canada for 
its firm stand in the past against the adulteration 
of the diet of the Canadian people by refusal to per- 
mit the manufacture and sale of oleomargarine in 
Canada, and asking that no change in that policy be 
now undertaken. 

Election 
Ontario is divided into two election districts, with 
ten directors chosen from Western Ontario and six from

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THE DAIRY SITUATION 
Summary 

Action taken by the Department 
during the past month will restrict 
the supply of dairy products avail- 
able for civilian consumption in 
1943. With 30 per cent of the pro- 
duction cf creamery butter set aside 
for war use, civilian consumption of 
all butter on a per capita basis may 
be about 3 pounds (20 per cent) 
smaller in 1943 than in 1942. The 
can limitation order on evaporated 
milk will hold production at about 
90 per cent of the 1942 pack. With 
larger lend-lease and military re- 
quirements, civilian consumption per 
capita may be about three-fourths 
as large as in 1942. Ice cream pro- 
duction in January will be held at 
about 75 per cent of last year’s Jan- 
uary production. Since the increased 
purchasing power of consumers at 
ceiling prices would normally bring 
about an increased consumption, the 
supply in relation to civilian demand 
is smaller than the above figures 
would indicate. 

Steps taken recently by the De- 
partment to increase the production 
of corn and barley in 1943 and to 
increase the supply of high-protein 
feeds available for immediate feed- 
ing will assist in meeting the 122 
billion pound milk production goal 
in 1943. Prices of the principal 
manufactured dairy products under 
the permanent price ceilings, whica 
will be supported at present levels 
through June 1944 will average 
considerably higher in 1943 than in 
1942. particularly during the sum- 
mer months when a seasonal de- 
cline normally takes place. However, 
the general scarcity of labor and 
strong competition of hogs for feed 
and labor, particularly in the Mid- 
west, will make it difficult to rmsain- 
tain milk production above the 1942 
level unless weather conditions are 
unusually favorable.—U.S.D.A. Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics.

Viewed 
as isolated instances there is nothing wrong with these 
sales. It is what they portend for the future that causes 
one to wonder. 

There are people who can afford to pay long prices 
for the satisfaction of owning animals they particularly 
fancy, just as there are people who can afford to pay 
thousands of dollars for a painting by one of the Old 
Masters. Pure bred livestock of the right kind used 
for breeding purposes is worth on the whole a consider- 
able premium over grade or market stock. Just where 
the line should be drawn no one is competent to say, 
but when pure bred prices get too far out of line with 
strictly utility values it is time to call a halt.

Supplies of milk and dairy prod- 
ucts for civilian consumption in '43, 
on a per capita basis are expected 
to be materially smaller than in ’42. 
Total milk production in 1943, with- 
out special incentives to producers, 
may be about the same as or some- 
what smaller than in 1942, while 
stocks of dawy products at the be- 
ginning of 1943 will be smaller than 
on January 1, 1942. On the other 
hand, military and lend-lease_ re- 
quirements will be materially larger 
than a year earlier. Since consu- 
mers probably will have more money 
available to spend on food than in 
1942, and price increases will be pre- 
vented by ceilings, some type of re- 
strictions on civilian consumption of 
milk and dairy products will be nec- 
essary. 

Higher feed prices, continued 
strong competition from hogs and 
beef cattle, and the probability of 
only average pasture conditions in 
1943, compared with unusually fa- 
vorable pastures in 1942, point to a 
somewhat lower milk production per 
cow next year than this. The effect 
of increased cow numbers on total 
milk production, however, may 
about offset the effect of a decreased 
production per cow. Despite the 
shortage of labor and high beef 
prices, the record large number of 1 
to 2-year-old heifers that are on 
farms this year may result in some 
increase over a year earlier in the 
number of milk cows on farms, at 
least during the first half of 1948. 
Cow numbers in the latter part of 
1943 will depend to a considerable 
extent on the amount of feed pro- 
duced and pasture conditions. 


North Atlantic States — Increase in 


Milk Production Per Cow 

Pastures and forage crops in the 
North Atlantic States are furnishing 
more feed this fall than at this sea- 
son during any of the past several 
years, and much more than in the 
fall of 1941. Prices received by 
farmers for milk in this area are 
unusually favorable due to the small 
amount of surplus milk available 
above requirements for fluid use. 
These two factors’ are mainly re- 
Sponsible for the maintenance of 
milk production per cow above that 
of a year earlier. In all other re- 
gions of the United States, produc- 
tion per cow on November 1, this 
year, was smaller than on November 
1, 1941. Despite the increase in 
milk production in the Northeast, 
local shortages of milk and cream, 
Particularly the latter, are showing 
up in many markets and in some, 
dealers are voluntarily discontinu- 
ing the sale of heavy cream. Such 


local shortages may be expected to 
continue during the next few months 
until production begins to increase 
seasonally. 

The New York milk purchase-sale 
program has been continued for 
another month. Under the program 
as announced for November, the Ag- 
ricultural Marketing Administration 
will offer to purchase Class 1 fluid 
milk from handlers for $3.50 per 
hundredweight and sell it back at 
$3.10. The purchase price is the 
minimum Class 1 producer price es-

Of the three famous Colony- 
bred herd sires now in service, one 
will be retained to take care of the 
service on the few remaining ani- 
mals, but the other two, Colony Vale 
Romeo Sir Heilo, sire of the Reserve 
All-American Get of 1938, and Col- 
ony Flood Sir Hengerveld, sire of 
the All-Canadian Get of 1942, will 
be included in the offering at Wau- 
kesha. 


The herd has been t.b. accredited 
tor Many years and has had many 
blood tests. The Waukesha offer- 
ing will all be negative to a blood 
test made within 30 days of the sale 
to permit shipment across the line 
into the states and from Wisconsin 
into most of the other states. Few 
herds of this size anywhere in the 
world have a better record for reg- 
ular breeding, normal calving and 
freedom from mastitis and other ud- 
der troubles. 


Since 1928, C.P.R. show herds 
have made a distinguished record at 
leading exhibitions of the Western 
Provinces and at the Canadian Roy- 
al, with occasional successful inva- 
sions of the United States. During 
this period, Holsteins of their breed- 
ing have been 8 times All-American 
and 11 times Reserve All-Ameri- 
can. Their 1942 show string was 
one of their best, with one All- 
American, one Reserve and the All- 
Canadian Get of Sire. 


According to J. Arthur Hay, 
C.P.R. Farm Manager, more than 
#900 ROP records have been made at 
the farm during its long history. 
These include two records of 1000 
and 1114 lbs. fat, the latter being 
the world champion junior four- 
year-old on 4X milking, and at least 
thirty more records from $v to 
well over 900 lbs. fat. The great 
majority of these records were made 
by milking three or four times daily 
during the flush of production, and 
then dropping to 2X work, with the 
test cows running at pasture in sul- 
mer, and standing in stanchions in 
the winter.

This true story of the recent hair- 
raising experience of a New Eng- 
jand Holsteiner will make you shiver 
to the bone at first as you contem- 
plate what the result might have 
been.

I. M. Benson, herdsman at Mil- 
waukee County House of Correction, 
reports the recent death of their 
greatest brood cow, familiarly 
known as “Old 77th,” but registered 
as Correction Excetter’ Beatrice 
953191, at the age of 18 yrs., 4 mos., 
2 days. For the past four years she 
has been Wisconsin’s champion life- 
time producer in DHIA work and is 
now credited with 177,730 lbs. milk, 
3.93%, 6,957.4 lbs. fat in fourteen 
lactations. In eight of these lacta- 
tions she was milked three times 
daily for periods of from 102 to 357 
days, the balance of her life record 
being on 2X milking. Her four- 
teenth record was started at the age 
of 16 years, 8 months, 6 days — a 
notable record of regular breeding. 


Old 77 has had 8 daughters, seven 
of which still remain in the House 
of Correction herd. Her oldest 
daughter has produced in 13 lacta- 
tions 124,167 Ibs. milk, 4.32%, 
5,359.6 lbs. fat. Now approaching 
16 years old, her days of profitable 
production are over, but as she still 
drops a calf every year, she is kept 
in the herd as a breeding cow. 


The second and third daughters of 
Old 77 have both exceeded 100,000 
Ibs. milk in 7 lactations, one with a 
life test to date of 4.39%, the other 
with 3.65%, and both are still going 
strong at past 10 years old. The 
fourth daughter has 86,422 Ibs. milk 
with 4.16% test in her first six lac- 
tations. The fifth daughter made 
568.6 Ibs. with 4.11% test as a jun- 
ior two-year-old, but died before her 
next lactation started. Daughter No. 
6 has three heifer form records from 
522 to 645.8 lbs. fat with tests from 
4.21 to 4.38%, and daughter No. 7 
made 520 lbs. fat as a two-year-old

Every year cattle grubs in this 
country “chew” holes in hides and 
thus ruin enough potential leather 
for the soles of 30 million pairs of 
shoes. This is a serious loss when 
our fighting and civilian armies must 
be kept well shod for high efficiency. 
In addition, these same grubs rob 
the milk pail of an undetermined, 
but considerable, amount of milk 
which is now sorely needed. Be- 
sides these losses, 2 to 3 pounds of 
jellied meat must be trimmed from 
the loins of the carcass of every 
grubby animal slaughtered—another 
loss of strategic food. 


Fortunately, these losses can be 
largely prevented. The grub menace 
can be greatly reduced and perhaps 
eliminated. All it takes is concerted 
and community action by all cattle 
owners to destroy the grubs shortly 
before they would emerge naturally 
from the backs of the cattle. This 
is the vulnerable period in the life 
eycle of the heel fiy, or parent of 
the cattle grub. If no grubs are al- 
lowed to emerge alive from the ani- 
mals, there will be no heel flies the 
next year to produce more grubs. 

The time’to start is about 3 weeks 
after the first grubs appear in the 
animals’ backs. The time will vary 
iu the different States, according to 
geographical location. In the South 
it may be in November or early 
December, while in the North it may 
be as late as February or March. 


Practical Methods of Applying 
Control Measures 


Hand Extraction. —- During the 
present emergency, farmers’. with 
only a few cattle would do well to 
squeeze the grubs by hand or remove 
them with forceps. Care should be 
taken not to break the cryst and 
allow the grub to slip back under the 


skin. Details on this method are 
given in Farmers’ Bulletin 1596; 
Cattle Grubs or Heel Flies with 
Suggestions for their Control.’’ Your

a year earlier and 2 per cent small- 
er than on that date in 1940. The 
percentage of cows milked was the 
lowest for that date since 1933. 
Strong competition from hogs for 
feed and labor is perhaps the most 
important factor which will tend to 
limit milk production in this area 
during coming months. Cheese pro- 
duction is now running about 10 per 
cent below a year earlier, but butter 
production is somewhat larger. 


West North Central States—Smaller 
Percentage of Cows Milked 


The shortage of labor apparently 
is encouraging farmers in the West 
North Central States to dry up the 
strippers more quickly than usual. 
The percentage of cows milked on 
November 1 was 3 points lower than 
on the same date last year and the 
iowest November 1 percentage since

1927. Although pasture conditions 
were relatively favorable, milk pro- 
duction per cow on November 1 was 
2 per cent below a year earlier and 
was the smallest for that date since 
1939. Largely as a result of the 
unusually favorable hog and beef 
cattle prices, little increase in milk 
production can be expected in this 
area unless specialy incentives are 
offered producers. Butter produc- 
tion recently has been about 7 per 
cent below a year earlier. 


Western States — Severe Labor 
Shortage 


Pasture conditions in the Western 
States on November 1 were about 
average but considerably less favor- 
able than the excellent pastures last 
fall. Milk production per cow on 
November 1 was 4 per cent smaller 
than a year earlier, as well as the 
smallest for the month since 1937. 
A severe labor shortage in most of 
this area and a shortage of trans-

tors tending to limit production in 
1943. Butter and cheese production 
recently has been about 13 per cent 
smaller than a year earlier.

Southern States — Further Increase 
in Cow Numbers 

Pasture conditions in the South- 
ern States except in the lower Ohio 
and Central Mississippi Valleys were 
relatively favorable on November 1. 
Nevertheless, milk production per 
cow was smaller than a year earlier 
and in the South Central States was 
the smallest for that date since 
1935. High hog and beef prices may 
be the principal factors tending to 
limit milk production per cow. How- 
ever, some expansion in cow num- 
bers, in line with the long-time up- 
ward trend, is expected in 19438. In- 
creases in production will be made 
on many large specialized dairy 
farms to supply the increasing de- 
mand from defense areas.

Dusting Method (Cube or Derris.— 


Dusting equal parts by weight of 
sulfur and cube or derris powder on 
the backs of cattle and gently rub- 
bing this in with the hand has given 
good control, except where the coat 
of hair is too dense. One pound of 
the dust will treat about 15 cattle. 
It is best applied from a container 
with 1-4-inch holes in the lid. If 
the holes are made with a 20-penny 
nail or similar object, they should be 
made from the inside so that the 
ragged edge will not prevent easy 
flow of dust. Smaller holes will 
necessitate more shaking which will 
waste material, and cause a cloud 
of dust which will be irritating to 
the operator.

In case it is necessary to 
use a product containing more o, 
less than 5 percent, adjustments 
should be made. 

To mix, dissolve the soap in 
warm, soft water; then add a small 
amount of the soapy water to the 
powder, and make it into a paste: 
then add the remainder of the water 
and stir well. 

If sulfur is used, mix the powder 
and sulfur together; then add water 
slowly, making the mixture into a 
paste before adding all the water. Ir 
is better to use sulfur if the water 
is hard, because soap causes the ma- 
terial to clot and to settle, thus re- 
ducing its effectiveness. This amount 
is sufficient to treat from 12 to 16 
cattle, depending on the length and 
thickness of the hair, and the size 
of the cattle. 

The least expensive equipment for 
applying the liquid mixtures to the 
backs of cattle is a screw-top fruit 
jar and a scrub brush. From the 
outside of the jar lid, punch about 
20 holes with a 16-penny nail. Re- 
move about every other tuft of bris- 
tles from a stiff-bristled scrub brush. 
While scrubbing the cow’s back with 
the brush in one hand, continue to 
sprinkle on the solution from the 
jar with the other hand. Continue 
this operation until the solution has 
been worked through the hair onto 
the skin everywhere that the grubs 
occur. Each quart of liquid should 
treat about three animals. If prop- 
erly done, the scrubbing will loosen 
the scab over each grub and allow 
the rotenone suspension to penetrate 
sufficiently to kill the pest. Most of 
the dead grubs will eventually be 
cast out through the opening and 
the opening will gradually heal over 
with sear tissue. 

Owners of large herds who have 
power-spraying machinery will save 
time and material by using this 
method. A different formula is used 
which may be obtained from your 
county agent. He can also supply 
you with more detailed information 
on the entire problem.

“Milk production is nearing its 
seasonal ebb and probably will strike 
a lowpoint later this month. An up- 
turn, a very slight one to be sure, 
will occur in December, but produc- 
tion will not climb rapidly until late 
in January. By late March, the 
milkshed will enter the flush season 
that carries through June. 

“While last November’ cannot 
serve as an infallible barometer, it 
should be noted that the fluid milk 
sold in the New York market in that 
month took only 50 per cent of the 
production. Fluid cream accounted 
for about 15 per cent, leaving near- 
ly 35 per cent for other uses, chiefly 
for manufacture as surplus prod- 
ucts.” 


FOOD-FOR-FREEDOM GOATS FOR 
1943 

Milk and Dairy Products: One of 
the most critical needs in 1943 will 
be for milk and dairy products. 
Chiefly because of the lack of skilled 
dairy workers, farms will not be able 
to produce all the milk that could 
be used next year. In 1942, milk 
production will total nearly 120 bil- 
lion pounds four percent more 
than in 1941; taking into consider- 
ation all production and demand 
factors, as well as the difficulties 
facing dairymen, the 1943 milk goal 
has been set at 122 billion pounds. 

The price program for dairy 
products includes support through 
Agricultural Marketing Administra- 
tion purchases of specified manufac- 
tured dairy products at the perman- 
ent price ceilings of the Office of 
Price Administration and a subsidy 
on American cheese to be financed by

the Commodity Credit Corporation. 
By agreement with OPA, prices will 
be supported at not less than 46c 
per pound for 92 score butter, Chi- 
cago basis; 27 cents per pound for 
No. 1 American cheese, Plymouth 
(Wisconsin) basis; 12.5 cents for 
roller and 14.5 cents for spray pro- 
cess dry skim milk, extra Midwest 
basis, and a comparable price for 
evaporated milk, f. o. b. plant basis, 
to be announced. 


The OPA ceiling price on cheese 
for American civilians will remain at 
the present level of 23 1-4 cents a 
pound (Plymouth quotation). The 
difference between this ceiling and 
the 27 cents a pound price will be 
made up by he CCC subsidy. Thus, 
in the case of American cheese, the 
price to consumers generally will not 
be advanced.

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History in Milk 


Britain’s Dairy Farmers Break 
New Records 


Just as much milk has been solq 
off British farms this summer as be- 
fore the war; much more has been 
drunk. Consumption of fresh milk 
in its liquid form has been running 
at about 45 per cent above pre-war, 
and it is going to the people who 
most need it — the children and in- 
valids and to mothers. They are 
given priority, and are also helped 
by a National Milk Scheme, that 
provides milk at a cheap rate, (or 
free, in cases of real need), for 
children under five years and expect- 
ant mothers. More milk is also be- 
ing drunk in the industrial towns 
and in formerly ‘depressed’ areas. 
and there is little doubt that it has 
had much to do with Britain’s sur- 
prisingly good record of health dur- 
ing the war. In the last war, when 
milk production fell by as much as 
25 per cent in 1917, the nation’s 
health was not nearly so good. Av- 
erage fresh milk consumption to- 
day is just upon three-fifths of a 
pint per head, compared with two- 
fifths before the war. 

But to provide all this fresh milk 
in wartime has meant little short of 
a miracle on the part of the dairy 
farmers. For even in peace time 
they produce little more than the 
pre-war liquid Yrequirements, plus 
the summer surplus that was manu- 
factured. and the milk used on farms 
for stock feeding. Then they had 
between 7 and 8 million tons of 
purchased feeding stuffs a year to 
help them, which. in terms of oats, 
would represent the crop on 20 mil- 
lion U. S. acres at average rate of 
yield. That is more than Britain’s 
total wartime arable acreage. Some 
514 million tons of those feeding 
stuffs are now being dispensed with, 
to make room in the ships for the 
munitions of war and such feeding 
stuffs as are available — mainly the 
by-products of flour milling, oil seed 
crushing and other industries — are 
largely reserved for the _ winter 
months. 

Yet somehow they have managed 
it. More milk has been sold instead 
of fed to stock on the farms. Bet- 
ter use is being made of the grass 
that remains, and farmers are de- 
veloping home-grown sources of con- 
centrated feeding stuffs, such as Si- 
lage which was never previously 
very popular in Britain. Many more 
have managed to add one or two 
more cows to their herds, and to- 
day Britain’s population of dairy 
cattle stands at an all-time record. 
It is, in fact, mainly the small, u2- 
spectacular type of dairy farmer who 
has stepped into the breach and

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great effort on their part, because 
in these rather family concerns labor 
is a great difficulty. They have had 
to grow more crops and spend more 
time on work outside the milking 
shed, but they have produced the 
milk for sale, in increasing quanti- 
ties. The larger farmers have con- 
centrated more upon crops for direct 
human consumption. 

But this extra production is bare- 
ly sufficient to meet liquid demands. 
Milk rationing ‘has begun again, now 
the summer flush is over, and there 
is certainly no more to spare for 
butter and cheese production. Be- 
fore the war, twice as much milk 
was imported in manufactured form 
as total quantity of the milk pro- 
duced at home. 

But this extra production is bare- 
ly sufficient to meet liquid demands, 
and would not meet them in the 
winter if fresh milk supplies were 
not rationed during the months of 
low production. Before the war, 
Britain only produced 23 per cent 
of the cheese and 11 per cent of 
the butter that she consumed. That 
production is considerably less _ to- 
day, with more milk diverted to 
liquid consumption. Many thousands 
of stock-rearing farmers, mostly 
small men, are now sellers of milk 
off the farm the first time to meet 
this new liquid demand. They are 
rearing their stock on less milk and 
are using special kinds of calf gruel, 
recommended by the Government, so 
as to make more fresh milk avail- 
able for humans. There is less milk 
for condensing and drying, for choc- 
olate, and for other manufacturing 
purposes. 

These changes 
made possible by 
milk in dried and manufactured 
form that are coming to Britain 
from overseas, and so it is easy to 
see what an invaluable contribution 
to the health of Britain in wartime 
Lease-Lend supplies of processed 
milk are making. Without them, 
fresh milk consumption could never 
have risen as it has done and 
brought its attendant benefits.—
